COMMONERS SCRAMBLE FOR ROOM.

LONDON, Feb. Id. King Edward VII. 

opened the first Parliament of his reign this 

afternoon with a spectacle of novelty and 
splendor unprecedented within the memory 
of the oldest Londoner now living. 

It was a spectacle that carried London batk 
to the days of the heralgry and chivalry of 
medievalism. Not a babe of traditional # 
ceremony or trapping wae ontitted. King 
Edward VII. moved in procession with his. 
court from St. James to Westminster and 
received the homage of the House of Lords 
and the House of Commons, just as King 
Henry VIII. would have gone 400 years ago, 

The neighborhood of Buckingham Palace 
was thronged early with loyal English men 
and women who were anxious to feast their 
eyes on the unusual spectacle. 


First Display of Royalty. 

The multitudes who had been waiting 0 
long saw the first display of royal equipages 
between 1 and 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when at short intervals six carriages west 
past portions of the route, taking to the House 
of Lords—where they were to be in readiness 
to receive the King and Queen—the Duchess 
ot York and Cornwall, the Duke and Duchess 
ot Connaught, the Prince and Princess Chris 
tian, Princess Henry of Battenberg. Prin- 
cesses Loulse and Frederika of Hanover,-the 
Duke of Cambridge and their enen 
sultes. 

The Duke of York and Cornwall was 8 
pelled to remain at the palace, not having 
sufficiently recovered from his recent illness 
tc undergo the strain of the elaborate ener 
mony at Westminster. | 

These personages drove in closed curiae 
known as town coaches, each of which was 
drawn by a pair of horses. The coachmen 
‘and tmen were clad in voluminous scarlet 
cloaks with great scarlet capes, and wore 
eocked hats. The only signs of mourning ~ 
were the black gloves worn by the coach- 
men and footmen and large black rosettes 
below the horses’ ears. 

As each carriage bearing royal persousiges: 
passed the soldiers who lined the route pre- 
sented arms, but the crowds, whether they 
were unaware who were in the carriages 
were reserving ali the demonstration for the 
King and Queen, did not raise a cheer. 


Beefeaters in Showy Garb. 

The Lord Mayor, in a gorgeous coach, anda 
company of thirty beefeaters dressed in red 
and black medieval garb, with their breasts 
covered with war medals, were practically 
the only ones in this part of the procession 


who were universally recognized. 


But it was not for this that the thousands 
lining the mile between the palace and Par- 
liament had been waiting for hours in the 
frosty sunshine. 

Outside Buckingham Palace there was an 
imposing scene. A dense mass of people 
stretched in front to the right and left. On 
either side of the entrance the First Lite 
Guards, in their brilliant red cloaks and with 
their white plumed helmets glittering in the 
sun, were drawn up. Within the lines was 
the detachment of the giant Grenadiers, 
mentioned as attracting so much attention 
in the funeral procession, while next to the 
gates were the Second Life Guards in glit- 
tering breastplates, with drawn swords. | 


shee Procession in Motion. 
Shortly after 1:30 the Guards’ Band within 
the court yard struck up God Save the 


King.“ and by 1:40 the whole procession wu 


in motion. First came a scariet-coated, 
mounted groom and two Horse Guards, fol- 
lowed at a short interval by a company of the 
rds. Then came the first royal carriage, 

wn by six bay horses ridden by postilions, 
with the walking men all richly clad tn the 
royal scarlet gold laced liveries. Three simi- 
lar carriages followed. All these bore the 
high officers of the King's household, the 
ushers, silversticks, controllers, etc. The 
horses were magnificently caprisoned, and 
their manes were fantastically intertwined 
with silk of the peculiar color so often men- 
tioned in connection with the funeral trap- 


After the fourth carriage the band of the

These great horses were even more pie- 
turesque than the more famous cream-col- 
ored ones.

STEAMER COMANCHE HAS TERBI- 


Sailors Have Two-Hour Battle on Ice- 
Coated Vessel During Fierce Gale 
on Voyage to Charleston—Burning 

Cargo for a Time Threatens Lives of 
121 Passengers on Ship—Captain and

I The 
Clyde steamship Comanche arrived here at 
noon today, having had a terrible battle 
with fire on its trip down from New York. 
At an early hour on Wednesday morning 
flames were discovered issuing from the sky- 
light of the engine-room. The ship was off 
the Fenwick Island Lighthouse. bound for 

arieston, having left New York on Tues- 

y afternoon at 3:15 o'clock. A heavy sea 
was running and a steady northwest gale 
was blowing. 

The man on the night watch was the first 
to discover the fire, which had been smolder- 
‘dng for hours, and the flames shot twelve feet 
into the air almost immediately after the 
first alarm was given. All the crew were 
called on deck to fight the flames, and the 
sleeping first class passengers, 121 in number, 
were quickly aroused, many of them rushing 
on deck in their night clothes. 

Captain Pennington, who was in command 
of the ship, brought it about, so that the 
flames swept out to sea. The crew worked 
for two hours. The only hope of saving the 
lives of the crew and passengers was to quell 
the flames, ‘The sea was running so high 
that the lifeboats would not’ have lived ten 

inutes. | 

Captain Pennington says that never in all 
his experience of sea life has he seen men and 
women under such trying circumstances be- 
have with such remarkable quietness. and 
bravery. 

After two hours the flames were conquered. 
Several of the passengers sustained injuries 
from fire, and considerable personal property 
of the passengers was consumed. 

The Comanche, when seen today in port, 
was ig a charred and water-logged condition.

ew York, Feb.14.—[Special. I- Nikola Tes- 
la today announced that his system jot wire- 
less telegraphy would be at the world's 
service in about eight months. Some of the 
machinery is now being constructed, and for 
the rest of it contracts will soon be awarded. 

The chief essentials of Tesla's system are 
a transmitter and a receiver with the earth 
instead of Wires as the connecting medium. 
Both transmitter and receiver art rather 
simple machines, or, at any rate, look so 
om his patents. The transmitter, which is 
set up at one point, réceives the electrical 
energy from the source of power, intensifies 
it, and sends it through a wire into the 
earth, through which it passes away in all 
directions. } 

At a distant point from the 
say in London, for instance, a receiver is set 
up. This is adjusted so that ite Vibrations 
are in unison with the vibrations of the 
transmitter. Being in tune,“ as Tesla 
calls it, the receiver catches up from the 
earth the currents from the particular trans- 
mitter oh the opposite side of the Atlantic, 
magnifying them many thousand times. 

The cost of telegraphing by the wireless 
system will, Tesla says, be much less than 
by the cable system, and messages may be 
sent much more quickly. Through the use 
of certain artifices it will be made {mpossi- 
ble for a receiver in Calcutta, for instance, 
to take up the currents carryiig a message 
from New York to London, and in time of 
war one belligerent will not be able to in- 
terfere with or take advantage of the mes- 
sages of the other belligerent. 

Just where the first wireless telegraph 
‘office will be opened in New York Tesla does 
not care to tell at present. As for the finan- 
celal end of the enterprise, that s been 
privately arranged, and the inventor was 
most enthusiastic today in his veiled refer- 
ences to the financial assistance he has re- 
ceived. 


Tesla Explains His Plan. 
In telling of the satisfactory outcome of 
his work on his wireless telegraph system 
and of his future plans in regard to putting 
it to commercial use, Mr. Tesla made the 
following statement: | 
“Three distinct experimental evidences of 
the practicability of my plan were obtained, 
each of which would have been sufficient to 
inspire me with confidence of success. One 
of these evidences was my discovery of the 
stationary electrical waves in the earth, 
which I have already published and which 
demonstrates in a positive manner that vi- 
bratory currents can be transmitted through 
the terrestrial globe just as through a wire 
to the greatest distances. | | 
Another evidence I obtained by ascer- 
taining the law of variation of the intensity 
of the effects produced by my transmitter 
at a distance, which enables me to design 
the transmitting apparatus for the required 
performance, just as I can e ruct a 
dynamo or steam engine for a given dutput. 


measurements of the intensity of the effects 
through varying distances of from 450 to 700 
miles, and this was what may be considered 
the proof of the pudding. 


Promises Absolute Privacy. 
One great trouble was to perfect methods 
for securing complete privacy and non-in- 
terference of messages, for only after this 
was assured could I hope to make a wire- 
less transmission to great distance a prac- 
tical success. These have now been so far 
perfected that the same privacy is practica- 
ble as in transmission over a private wire. 
Another feature of great importance in 
the commercial exploitation of the system 
was. the simultaneous transmission of a 
number of messages by the same ahparatus. 
and in this direction I was fortunate enough 
to find a happy solution.” | 
What must a company operating with 
your system have in order to transmit mes- 
| gages, for instance, from New York to Lon- 
don?” was asked. 1 | 
„The stations at either side will have to 
have a transmitting and receiving apparatus. 
The essential part of the transmitter is a 
circuit, which is connected to the und at 
one of its ends and to a conducting surface 
at the other end, and which is carefully ad- 
justed so as to respond freely to the vibra- 
tions of the primary source of currents. 
Under these conditions currents of enormous 
intensities are produced in the circuit, which 
pass away through the ground in all direc- 
tions, which spread, in ever widening circles, 
over the surface of the sea. 3 
| “ Suppose the transmitter in New York is 
controlled by the key of the operator. Bach 
timé he depresses the key these rippies 
spread over the globe and reach London, 
where a receiving circuit arranged and con- 
nected similarly may be located. This re- 
ceiving circuit is tuned with: the greatest 
eare to the vibrations of the transmitter. 


More Rapid than Cable Service. 

“No message can be calght or read ex- 
cept by those receivers which are designed 
for the purpese. In time of war ae more 
rigorous measures would be adopted to ex- 
clude the possibility of the messages being 
read by others, and I have evolved some 

lans which would make the privacy abso- 
ute. The transmission will be much quicker 
than through the cables, because the latter 
are handicapped by what is known as elec- 
trostatic capacity. In the beginning I pro- 
pose to resort to the instruments now used,” 
but I have some plans in this regard which I 
hope will enable me greatly to increase the 
speed. The Morse code may, of course, be

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FIGHT LUNG DISEASES. 


GANADIAN TUBERCULOSIS CON- 
VENTION URGES NEW LAWS. 


Legisilate for Notification of All Cases 
‘and Establish Homes for Care of Fa- 
tients—Wants 
tine Regulations Against Immi- 
grants, Inspection of Workshops, 
Meat, and Milk. |

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 14.— [Special. The tu- 


tions declaring it to be the duty of every 
government, municipality, and individual cit- 
izen to adopt organized methods for lessen- 
ing the spread of disease; urging on the re- 
spective governments of Canada and munici- 
palities to legislate for notification of all 
cases of tuberculosis; against expectoration 
in buildings, conveyances, and private dwell- 
ings; for inspection of work places, for the 
improvement of ventilation, lighting, and 
general sanitation; against spread of disease 
through infected milk and meat; to provide 
aid to establish and maintain homes for the 
care of patients; for stringent quarantine 
regulations against tuberculous immigrants. 

With respect to the last, Dr. Montizambert, 
government medical adviser, said he could 
not advise the government to adopt this 
recommendation, as the United States does 
not recognize pulmonary tuberculosis as a 
quarantine disease. A Canadian association 
for preventing tuberculosis was then or- 


ganized. 
Lord Minto, Governor General, presided 
Sir James Grant Talks. 


7 Sir James Grant of Ottawa said: 

It is a well known fact that already two 
distinct races have passed away on the North 
American continent, and little is left as to 
their history but mounds in the West and 

vestiges in Florida as records of the past. 

The ‘ white plague,’ or consumption, is with- 

out doubt the scourge of our present race, 

destroying more than 5,000,000 annually. 

The yearly death rate in Canada from con- 

sumption is now estimated at between 7,000 

and 8,000. In the neighboring republic the 

fatality from this disease is by the best 

guthorities estimated at 150,000 annually. 

In Great Britain and on the continent the 

results from this malady are not encourag- 

ing. 

“The prevalence of this disease among 

the poorer classes in small houses, without 

adequate nursing or physicians to guide and 

direct, and frequently shut out from general 

hospitals owing to the danger of communi- 

cation and want of special space, develops a 

most difficult and trying problem that de- 

mands immediate solution.“ > 

His Excellency in his address went over 

much the same ground, concluding with the 

earnest hope that the experts then gathered | 
together in Ottawa would succeed in devising 
means for fighting the spread of the disease. 


Disease Is Not Hereditary. | 
Sir William Hingston of Montreal said: 
“The disease was not hereditary. Man or 
woman cannot transmit a tubercle germ to 
offspring. If it were otherwise we might as 
well sit down and fold our arms.“ 
The disease in the early stage was, to his 
idea, curable, but later on not curable.

committee has decided to recommend that 
incineration plants be established in connee- 
tion with all municipal power-houses. It is 
estimated that forty crematories will be net=— 
essary, although the advice of the Street de- 
partment is for a small number of large 
plants. 

A report with the recommendations of the 
committee, of which Alderman William 
Brennan is chairman, will be sent to the 
Council within two weeks, and before it is 
made the first of the incineration plants will 
be in operation. The work of equipping the 
municipal lighting plant at Chicago avenue 
and Sedgwick street with the garbage cre- 
matory has progressed so far that it is ex- 
pected the plant will be opened for inspection 
next week. 

It is claimed for the new plant that it isthe 
first in the country. to be put im service, other 
cities having proceeded on the garbage re- 
duction method in disposing of refuse. An 
appropriation of $100,000, of which $25,000 ls 
available this year, has been made to carry 
the recommendations of the committee inte 
effect. The Wright Crematory company un- 
dertook to install the system at the Chicago 
avenue plant for 61,600, but the expense has 
exceeded this sum by an amount which 
brings the total cost up to nearly $3,000. 
With this as a basis it is expected that at 
least eight plants can be established this 
year. 

Each plant, according to the plans of the 
committee, would have a capacity of thirty 
tons daily. As at least 40 per cent of the gar-+ 
bage gathered is composed of ashes, leay- 
ing about. 1,200 tons of other garbage, forty 
plants of thirty tons capacity each would 
be sufficient to dispose of the refuse. 

Garbage separation will be necessary even 
for the incineration system, but it is sim- 


separation is necessary—ashes, garbage, 
and waste. For incineration it is necessary 
‘to separate the refuse into ashes and gar- 
bage.

ALL NIGHT SALOONS AND DIVES OPEN. 
No one will be more surprised at the news 
that the basement dives are running again 
and that many saloons are keeping open 
after midnight than Mayor Harrison. Of 
course, these resorts ate violating the or- 
dinances without either his consent or 
knowledge. Their proprietors have doubt- 
leas forgotten that when the attempt to 
repeal the midnight closing ordinance failed 
m the Oity Oouncil the other night the 
Mayor publicly declared that he intended 
to Keep on enforcing it strictly. They 
have, perhaps, thought that in the midst 
of the excitement of a Mayoralty campaign 
the. Mayor would forget his pledge, but 
they will doubtless quickly find out their 
Mistake.

@ENEBAL WOOD'S PROMOTION. 
The Senate has confirmed all the Pres- 
dent's nominations for the rank of Brigadier 
Genéral, including those of several men to 
Whom there was some opposition. Genera) 


Wood was one of them, but the Senate has 


acted wisely in confirming the appointment. 

One of the objections raised against Gen- 
eral Wood was that, while he has had 
but little practical military experience, he 
may ultimately become the commanding 
General af the whole army. That possi- 
bility need trouble nobody. Whether Gen- 
eral Wood shall ever attain the supreme 
command will depend upon the action of 
geome future President. Promotions are 
not made strictly by seniority among gen- 
eral officers, and the same power that has 
en General Wood to the rank of a 
Brigadier may elso keep him from further 


vorably impressed by his work. Whether 
a Brigadier shall become a Major General 
or whether a senior Major General shall be 
appointed Lieutenant General depends upon 
the pleasure of the President. 
A precedent for rapid promotion may be 
found as far back as i in the case of 
General Jacob Brown, who first attracted 
attention by his gallant fighting at Ogdens- 
burg and Sackett’s Harbor. At that time 
he was a Brigadier of New York militia. 
He was given a commission in the regular 
army and seven years after the war closed 
this militia General became General-in- 
Ohief of the army. There never was any 
reason to regret his promotion. He was 
one of the few really good fighters in the 
army when he entered it, | ka 
The United States army has a larger 
range of netivities to cover now than it has 
ever had before. It needs men of more than 
one kind of talent. It needs governing 
Generals as well as fighting Generals. 
Brigadier General Wood has given indls- 
putable proof of rare powers of a military 
Governor, both at Santiago and at the head 
of the temporary government of the whole 
Island of Cuba. ere will be continued 
need for this kind of exetutive and organiz- 
ing ability, and the President has done well 


utilized when needed. | 


‘STRIKING AT COOK couNTY. © 

Senator McKenzie of Jo Daviess County 
has offered a resolution for a constitutional 
amendment limiting to one-third of the 
total membership the representation of Cook 
County in future General Assemblies. This 
is not the first time that some limitation 
of this kind has been suggested. There 
are men in the country districts who “ view 
with alarm the rapid growth of the polit- 
ical strength of this county, who are afraid 
that in a few decades it will be entitled 
to elect a majority of the General Assembly, 
and that its representatives, if they shall 
agree among themselves—which they never 
have done as yef—will have a monopoly of 
legislative power. | 

Neither the author of this amendment 
nor any of the advocates of it can give 
even,a plausible reason in its behalf. The 
assertion that Cook County does not pay its 
proper share of State taxes is incorrect. 
But if it does not pay what it should, the 
fault ies with the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, two-thirds of the members of which 
are elected by country constituencies. No 
sound argument can be advanced for 
breaking away from the principle of pro- 
portional equality of representation. | 

It may be that there are some Repub- 
lican politicians who see in the limitation 
of the representation of this county a 
method of insuring the control of the Gen- 
eral Assembly by their party, which can 
depend on the country more confidently than 
on this city, The Democrats, however, 
understand perfectly that this proposed 
limitation will not be to their advantage, 


and therefore they will be against it. If 


it comes to a pinch ¢ountry Democrats 
Ye the Legislature, much as they may wish 
for some reasons to clip the wings of Cook 
County, will vote against constitutional 
amendment. 
It will not get the two-thirds * req - 
uisite for submission. It may, however, 
get in the way of and prevent favorable 
action on any amendment which may be 
proposed for the special benefit of this city. 
But Chicago can get along without a con- 
stitutional amendment ät present it it can 
secure that needed legislation which it is 
in the power of the General

The marriage bells, however, were some- 
what jangled and out of tune, as compared 
with those which rang so merrily in Hol- 
land a few days ago. Queen Wilhelmina 
is the idol of her people and Holland has 
rarely witnessed a pleasanter spectacle than 
that of the popular festivity which accom- 
panied the nuptials of the youthful Qh 
Spain, on the other hand, is in the throes 
of domestic disorders of a grave kind and 
its capital has been proclaimed in a state 
of siege. Religious and industrial out- 
breaks occur almost daily in its various 
provinces.

JOURNALISM AND SPECIAL INTERESTS. 

When, in the early nineties, Mr. Astor 
bought the Pall Mall Gazette and “ changed 
its politics” from Liberal to Conservative 
the literary staff walked out of the office, 
and the St. James’ Gazette, Liberal, was 
soon started with their cotperation. About 
five fears ago the editor of the London Daily 
Chronicle resigned for reasons of conscience 
and a year and a half ago his successor did 
likewise.

The molding influence of the press upon 
public opinion has certainly suffered ma- 
terially from various causes both in that 
country and here during the last generation. 
Wider intelligence and greater diversity 
of subject matter have stimulated a disposi- 
tion to form one’s own opinion on the basis 
of the facts, and slavish par

year ago, when it alone of all the Milwaukee 
papers was opposing the extension—which 


was finally secured—of street railway fran- 


chises in that city from 1924 to 1934. These 
efforts have now succeeded, but the 
authority. of the paper on certain important 
questions must inevitably suffer. 

It is manifestly unwise as well as unjust 
that suspicions provoked by such events 
should be extended to all newspapers. In- 
deed, there is ample evidehce—and the fact 
is gratifying to those who cherish the 
worthy traditions of the press—that the 
public, is discriminating with increasing 
penetration and spirit between journalism 
which is and journalism which is not sub- 
ordinated to foreign aims. 

A CODE OF LEGAL ETHICS. | 

The Wisconsin State Bar association has 
adopted a code of ethics which is in some 
respects too radical to meet with the gen- 
eral approval of the profession. There are 
heights of renunviation 
of them can climb. 

Among the numerous don'ts which are 
urged upon lawyers. by the bar association 
is thisy Don't lay legal defeats to the 
incapacity or prejudice of the Judge.” But 
from time immemorial the practitioner of 
the law who, after having assured his 
client that victory was certain, has been 
taken aback by an adverse decision has 
explained to his client that the Judge who 
heard the case knew no law or was preju- 
diced. Thus has he soothed his disappoint- 
ed client, 
be permitted to curse the court, what is 
he to do? He cannot admit to his client 
that the other side had a better counsel! 
or a better case. „ 

Lawyers are urged also not to show 
“excessive hospitality” toward Judges. 
Certainly the acceptance of such hospitality 
would be compromising. Ill-natured people 
would say that he who extended it was 


bidding for jadicial favors. But the Wis- 


consin code does not appear to draw the 
lins between reasonable and excessive hos- 
pitality. It does not say how often it is 


permissible for a- lawyer to invite the Judge 


before whom he practices to dine at his 
table or drain with him the flowing bowl. 
The profession undoubtedly would like to 
know just how the Wisconsin Bar associa- 
tion defines “ excessive hospitality.” 

‘The code of ethics declares also that if 
a | prosecuting attorney has a doubtful case 
tq try he should submit the facts and a 

did statement of his doubts to the court 
ahd jury, Undoubtedly he should do so. 
And so should a lawyer in a civil suit who 
has his doubts as to the justice of his 
client’s cause. He should state frankly the 
weak as well as the strong points of his 
case and not seek to slur over the former. 
The brief summary of the code of ethics 
doesenot say whether lawyers are urged 
not to defend alleged criminals whom they 


believe to be guilty or to prosecute eil“!

MANSFIELD’S ENDOWED THEA'?ER. 
Richard Mansfield, the actor, has given 


to the public his views as to the necessity 


in this country for a national theater. There 
is nothing new in this idea, though Mr. 
Mansfield's scheme has an element of novel- 
ty in &. Propositions of this kind have 
usually been based upon a government sub- 
sidy, as in the case of the Theater 


Frangais and the Paris Grand Opera, which, | 


however, would be both undesirable. and 


impracticable in this country. The Mans- 


field scheme is equally so. He would have 
a national theater endowed by a man of 
great) wealth, and suggests Mr. Carnegie 
as the proper person to endow it, thus ele- 
vating humanity, and encouraging actors 
and dramatists, | 

It is not likely that Mr. Carnegie or any 
other multi-millionaire will care to engage 
in such a precarious ‘enterprise, or recog- 
nize the educational influence upon which 
Mr. Mansfield lays so much stress. Hven 


conceding that the latter is a pattern of 


proper English speech, he has but a small 
following. The stage in this country, what- 


ever it may be in France, would not be a 


safe teacher of the English language, and 
it is questionable whether people would 
care in any event to go to the theater for 
instruction in pronunciation. In the pres- 
ent conditions of public taste it is question- 
able whether they would care to go to the 
theater Shakspeare’s plays or other 
classical mas performed. There is 
nothing to prevent Mr. Mansfield now from 
producing them if he so desires. He need 
not confine himself to one play out of which 
he can build up a spectacle which attracts 
more by its tableaux than by the text. A 
theater of the kind suggested by him would 
not educate the people because the people 
would not patronize it. It would not en- 
courage the higher dramatic art because the 
people do not care for it. It would not 
pay because the people would not go to it, 
When the people want the plays which the 


‘endowed theater is to give they will call 


for them. Evidently, they have no use for 
such plays at present. The endower of 
this shelter for uncalled-for plays would be 
weatied in well-doing before a year had 
gone by. Such a theater would entail a 


constant outgo with no income to speak of. 


If Mr. Carnegie should undertake it he 
would be muth less likely to die disgraced 
than he is now when he gives only for 
libraries and organs. An endowed theater 
of this kind would be an excellent arrange 
ment for Mr. Mansfield, It is doubtful 
whether it would benefit any one else or 
elevate the taste of the people in the least,

It cannot be encompassed 
by any gi rules, but is the acme of original 
expression ia art. 

It can be properly called the dréative art, 
and it partakes of the distinct national char- 
acter in whatever country it is fqund. Thus 
a Frenchman interprets the modern art ac- 
cording to his idea and gives it the impress 
of his nation; so do the Germans, the Scandi- 
navians, the Swedes, and ↄther nationalities. 
For anybody to lay down certain rules to be 
observed by the exponents of 1 motors: art 
is absurd to a degree.“

WITNESS SAYS. BOORE TOLD 
HIM TO LAY ILLICIT PIPE. 


— 
Ferdinand Beauchamp Gives Testimony 
in Which Defendant Is Made Respon- 
sible for Main at Continental Plant. 


In Harry Boore, on trial efore 
Judge Tuley on a charge of stealing water 
from the mains of the city while superin- 


tendent of the plant of the Continenta] Pack- 
ing company, testimony was introduced yes- 
terday afternoon, connecting defendant 
with the layers of the alleged illicit pipe un- 
earthed on Sept. 13. 

Ferdinand Beauchamp testified that sev- 
eral months before the discovery of the pipe 
the defendant, Boore, instructed him to go 
with Engineer Gebhardt Ahlender and lay 
the pipe. The wish of the proeecution to 
corroborate this by thet mony of the en- 
gineer has been preve by the absenc of 
Ahlender from the city. | 

The finding of the alleged illicit pipe was 
described by Assistant City Engineer W. A. 
Northway, who traced its course from the 
city main to the point on the premises of the 
Continental company where -it had been 
broken off and capped. Michael Coghian, 
meter reader, and James O’Shaughnessey Jr. | 
also testified as to finding of the pipe. 

The efforts of the prosecution to secure the 
books of the company were defeated by the 
rulings of the court, who held that the sub- 
peena duces tecum issued for Secretary 
Thompson was void because it did not specify 
what books were wanted. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes con- 
tended that he was not in a position to know 
what the books were. He asked that a sub-
